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Cultivating Crops 
Can Increase Yield 


Pickaway County 4-H Club News

“ Soil cultivation after plants emerge 
is one of the cheapest tillage opera­ 
tions on the* farm,” says Samuel Brine, 
Extension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State University. "It can have a great 
influenc e on crop yields; however, this 
influence may not always be an in­ 
crease in yields," he explains. “ The 
difference can be in the type of soil, 
provided weeds are not a problem." 
Even though new technology has 
introduced no-tillage systems, and 
residue cover is being used as a crop 
production practice 
particularly for 
corn — there is still considerable acre­ 
age of cropland in Ohio that can benefit 
by cultivation, the specialist says. 'Hus 
is soil on which the surface is bare 
throughout the growing season, and on 
which cultivation will increase the 
water absorbing capacity of tile soil. 
'Hus bare soil exposed throughout 
the growing season is subjected to 
wind and water erosion, and large 
amounts of soil may be washed into 
streams. On the oilier hand, if this 
water can be made available to tlx* 
growing crop rather than causing 
runoff, it can help to increase crop 
yields. 
Not only is there considerable rain­ 
fall throughout tin* growing season in 
Ohio 
primarily in June, July, and 
August 
Ute rainfall is often of high 
intensity. If the infiltration or oppor­ 
tunity for this large amount of water to 
move into the soil is not equal to tI m * 
rate of rainfall, soil and water loss can 
take place. 
Bone points out that in commercial 
agriculture today, the loss of water can 
mean loss of dollars in terms of high 
yields. 
He suggests considering 
cultivation early in tin* eroj>-growing 
season. Those soils that I m 
v 
o a bare 
surface exposed after 
the 
tillage 
operation, that either turns under the 
residue or incorporates it into the soil 
may need cultivation. This cultivation 
can increase the amount of water 
available to growing crops. Also, 
cultivation is still considered a good 
cultural practice for weed control. 
Decreasing weed competition 
and 
increasing water available to crops 
can increase yields 


Soils that have been tilled this year 
and have little residue on the surface 
can tx* separated into two types to be 
considered for the need for cultivation. 


Those dark-colored, generally fine- 
textured 
soils 
that 
occur 
pre­ 
dominately in northwestern Ohio and 
throughout the western part of the* 
state, form a crust after tillage and 
planting. This crust cracks when it be­ 
comes dry as a result of the wetting 
and drying or changing of volume of 
the clays that occur in the* surface soil. 
This cracking of the soil can la* as 
beneficial as cultivation. In fact, re­ 
search in Ohio shows that cultivation 
on these dark-colored soils may give 
little yield increase or even a yield de­ 
crease. This is where no competition 
from weeds is present. 


Some soils arc* affected more posi- 
tively by cultivation. They are usually 
light-colored, contain considerable 
silt, and form a crust upon wetting and 
drying. However, this crust does not 
shrink when dry as the surface cif the* 
dark-colored soils d<x*s. Once the sur­ 
face of the light-colorcfl soil is crusted, 
which 
may 
happen early in tlx* 
growing season, runoff may be quite 
high during the* rest of the* growing 
season. 
On these light-colored soils, one or 
two cultivations before the crop is too 
high to c ultivate* will help to eliminate 
the* crust and allow the .surface to Im* 
receptive to rainfall. Torn yield in­ 
creases of at least IO per cent have 
Ix'cn recorded in research on cultiva­ 
tion of light-colored soils. This cultiva­ 
tion is not to eliminate weeds as eom- 
fx*tition with the crop, but to improve a 
surface c rust to allow water intake and 
more water availability to the crop. 
Hone recommends chirking the sur­ 
face crust cm soil as the season 
progresses, shirting in May and early 
June. 'Dus d rek is especially mifxir- 
tant c lose* to lay-by time for corn. If tlx* 
bare surfac e* is exposed with little or no 
residue* on the* surface and a shallow 
c rust has developes!, cultivation on tlx* 
light-colored soils can greatly inc rease 
corn yields. 'Ibis cultivation needs to 
Im* only one to two inches deep 
just 
enough to frac ture tlx* surface and to 
maintain a rough surface condition.

“ cured and smoked" must be* cooked 
to an internal temperature of

degrees F. before eating. 
(Qi Which hams can you eat without 
cooking first ? 
(A) Hams latxJed “ fully cooked” 
and canned hams are thoroughly 
cooked in processing and are ready to 
eat. If you prefer them warm, heat to 
an internal temperature of 140 degrees 
I 
(Qi What do the* terms “ ham, water 
added” and “ imitation ham" mean? 
(A i Federal meat inspection regula­ 
tions say hams must weigh tile same 
after c uring as before, lf they weigh 
more because of water absorbed from 
the curing solution, they must Im* 
labeled “ ham, water added.” If the 
weight gain is more than ton per cent, 
tile finished item must be labeled 
“ imitation ham." ('aimed hams are id- 
lowed to gain nj) to eight jx*r cent water 
during curing; if they gain more than 
this, they must Im* labeled “ imitation 
ham."

if they have a lot of gelatin ii i them. Is 
this legal? 
(A) A very small amount of dry 
gelatin 
only about one-fourth ounce 
in a five pound canned ham 
is often 
added (legally) before the can is 
sealed to cushion the ham during ship­ 
ping. During processing, natural 
juices combine* with the dry gelatin as 
the ham cooks to form what may look 
like a “ lot of gelatin." Gelatin is in­ 
cluded in the net weight stated on the 
label. 
(Q) Can ham cause food poisoning? 
f A) Ham can cause food poisoning if 
it isn t handled right. Ham, like all 
meat, naturally contains some bac­ 
teria. The one most often involved in 
fiam related illness is staphylococcus 
aureus, or “ staph." Staph organisms 
themselves c an’t hurt you 
in fact, 
they’re in the* air you breathe, on your 
clothing, in your nose and throat and 
on your skin. Under certain conditions, 
though, staph germs can multiply 
rapidly and produce a poisonous toxin. 
Eating food contaminated with this 
toxin may cause nausea, vomiting, ab­ 
dominal cramps and diarrhea. The ill­ 
ness occurs within two to four hours, 
lasts one to three days, but is rarely 
fatal. 


(QI How long can you keep hum in 
the refrigerator? In the freezer? 
(A) 
Kefrigerate whole hams no 
longer than seven days; cured half 
bams, cured ham slic es or fresh hams, 
no more than three to five days. Fresh 
(lain may Im* kept in the freezer (0 
degrees F. or lower) four to eight 
months, but cured hams no more than 
one to two months. Freezing is not 
recommended for cured meats, though 


I m* ca use it can change flavor and 
texture. 


(Q) How long c an you store canned 
hams? 
(A ) 
Unopened 
canned 
hams, 
whether Hwy must be* refrigerated or 
not, should be stored no longer than six 
months. Once open, any canned ham 
should be refrigerated.

If you clo not liave a copy of the* Ex ­ 
tension Bulletin No. 271, entitled "Your 
I-awn," call 474-7534, and your free 
copy will be mailed to you. 
Do not aj)|)ly more than 2 pounds of 
actual nitrogen (N ) per I,(HK) square 
feet of lawn at one time. For example, 
if you are using a 10-6-4, 10-3-7, etc., 
you would apply 20 pounds per 1,000 
square feet. With a 20-10-10, 20-10-5, 
etc., only IO pounds per UKK) square 
feet need Im* used to get the 2 pounds 
actual nitrogen per 1,000 square feet. 
Check Evergreens 
(live your junipers, arborvitaes, 
cypress and white cedar a close in- 
spection. They may have twig blight, a 
fungus disease* which causes tips of 
branches to turn brown.

olive seed and is a faint lemon yellow 
color.

TENT CATERPILLAR 


Insides making a tree look unsightly 
with the webs it constructs in tlx* 
crotches of limbs and branches, tin* 
caterpillars have big appetites and 
often completely eat all the leaves off 
of a small tree. Aside from defoliating 
the trees, the caterpillars arouse much 
concern among area residents when 
they migrate in mass in search of new 
food or a place to complete tlxur de­ 
velopment. During periods of migra­ 
tion caterpillars may he seen by tin* 
thousands traveling over roads, 
streets, driveways, and .sidewalks. It 
Incomes virtually impossible to drive 
or walk in these areas w ithout squash­ 
ing them. 
There are four stages in the develop­ 
ment of the eastern tent caterpillar. 
They are egg, larva, pupa, and adult. 
Hie winter is spent as an egg on tile 
host plant. IIie eggs hatch in early 
spring about the time tliat the buds are 
.starting to show green on the trees. 
The little caterpillars keep together 
and spin threads of silk as they mi­ 
grate up and down tranches. Tent- 
buildmg begins a couple of days after 
feeding. 
Groups of caterpillars from other 
egg masses often join togetlrcr and 
build large tents in a nearby crotch. 
The tents are enlarged as the cater­ 
pillars grow and are built several 
layers thick ’The larvae leave the tents 
to feed .several times a day lint return 
to the tents when not feeding.

NKW YORK (AF) — For tin* past 
decade* American business has teen 
urged from many directions, including 
from within, to be* more aggressive in 
suiting its position on national m at­ 
ters, especially in countering almost 
constant criticism.

Fvery so often an 
irate* corporate chairman explodes 
against what he* considers an unjust 
criticism. But a persistent pattern 
SCHMUS not to have* evolved. 
Aske*d why he* failed tei respond to 
what he considered 
unjust and 
(xilitically motivated attacks on his 
industry, the* head of a multibillion- 
dollar insurance* company replied in 
frustration. 
“We* aren’t able to play tliat game. 
We* don’t know how to.” 
Judging by some* evidence, however, 
you would never be*lie*ve* that business 
wasn’t suiting its case clearly, or 
participating, as a responsible member 
of the* community or involving itsedf in 
m atters where its skills could I m* used 
for the* general good. 
Annual re ports, S|M*eche*s and ghost­ 
written article's all proclaim tliat the* 
corporate* citizen is effectively com­ 
m unicating its acceptance of an 
enlarged social role* iii life. 
One of the* most recent speeches was 
[resented May I to a university alumni 
group here by Jam es J. Needham, 
chairman of the* New York Stock 
Kxchange, which seeks a dominant 


role* in the* forthcoming central market 
place. 
“ It seems to m e,” he said, “tliat the 
New York Stock Exchange, as the 
secu rities 
in dustry’s 
principal 
spokesman, m ust involve itself in 
econom ic issues of national im- 
portanee.” 


He noted that “government has 


iM*ver teen bashful about giving us 
suggestions for change ariel im ­ 
provement,” and Im* added, “ I have 
made it clear that we regard this as a 
two-way street.” 
“'1’he* exchange will state its views 
when m ajor m atters involving the* 
economic well-being of this e*e>untry 
are at stake* 
because any weakening 
of our economic position is I m h i i h I to 
adversely affect every individual 
American.” 


The finished speech was in the hanels 
of newsmen Monday, the day before 
eledivery. That same day Needham was 
asked, as were* many other business 
leaders, for a comment on the impact 
of the* continuing Watergate affair on 
business and tin* economy.

Dear Editor: 
In reply to the letter to the Editor in 
the Herald on Tuesday, May I, 1973, 
the Juvenile Court has no knowledge of 
any child being placed in detention and 
then taken to a Youth Center without 
the parents being notified. If Mrs. 
Fausnaugh knows of such a case she 
should contact the Juvenile Court and 
the m atter will be investigated. 
When a child is placed in detention 
his parents or guardian are im­ 
mediately notified and a detention 
hearing is held within 72 hours at 
which time the court determines 
whether the child should remain in 
detention or be released to his parents. 
An adjudicatory hearing is then set 
and a full social investigation is made. 
The parents and child are notified in 
writing the date and time of the ad­ 
judicatory hearing. 
A child has the same rights as an 
adult and his rights are explained to 
him. If he or his parents are indigent 
the court will appoint counsel for him. 
If his parents cannot be located a 
guardian ad litem is appointed by the 
court to protect the interests of the 
child. 
No child is sent to any Youth Center 
without a full investigation and the 
court finds that the child cannot be 
rehabilitated through any other 
facility than the Youth Commission. 
The Juvenile Court does everything 
in its power to protect the rights of 
every child.

Atherosclerosis is

many of the catastrophic heart attacks 
and brain strokes which occur often in 
today’s society. 
When fatty and calcium deposits in 
the blood vessels narrow them suf­ 
ficiently to interfere with the Droner 
flow of blood to the heart, the brain, 
and other organs calamitous problems 
arise. Attention is devoted to the 
prevention of sclerosis by diet. 
Now an exciting experim ental 
program is in work that seeks to 
reverse atherosclerotic disease even 
when once it has begun. 


Dr. Draga Vesselinovitch and Dr. 
Robert W. Whistler, both of the 
University of Chicago, have been 
concentrating their research on 
monkeys. 
These were kept on a diet that in­ 
cluded butter fat, coconut oil, and 
cholesterol.

RIO DE JANEIRO (A P )- Don’t 
send pipe tobacco to your friends in 
Brazil. It might get them thrown in 
jail. 
A U.S. citizen living in this South 
American country swears that’s what 
almost happened after a buddy from 
Chicago mailed him a $6 tobacco 
sampler as a gift. 
A notice from the Brazilian post 
office arrived last October in the home 
of the American, whom we shall call 
Smith because he doesn’t want any 
more trouble with the cops, advising 
him to pick up an overseas package. 
When Smith arrived at the post of­ 
fice, an employe told him: “ Pipe 
tobacco. You ought to know ifs against 
the law to bring pipe tobacco into 
Brazil. We’ll have to burn it.” 
“I didn’t know the guy was going to 
send it to me. Couldn’t you ship it back 
to Chicago.” Smith asked. “The law 
says we have to burn it,” came the re­ 
ply. Smith left. 
Six months later there was another 
notice from the post office. The same 
package was waiting for Smith, and 
the post office people put him through 
the same routine. 
“I’d like to see the law that says you 
have to burn it," Smith said this time. 
“ I’m perfectly willing to comply with 
Brazil’s laws. I’d just like to see it on 
piiper.” Tile post office told him to go 
to the internal revenue department. 
There, a tax official dragged out a 
copy of the law that really says a 
person can be jailed from six months 
to two years for bringing foreign 
tobacco products illegally into Brazil. 
Then Smith overplayed his hand. 
“ I’d like to watch you burn my 
package,” he said. 
The tax man exploded. “What? You 
doubt the word of a Brazilian official? I 
could have you jailed for disrespect — 
even 
for 
endangering 
national 
security. 
“Witnesses. I need two witnesses.” 


“I’m a witness,” shouted a Brazilian 
who had been sort of dozing in a cor­ 
ner. He ran over to the American. 
“Get a court reporter to take a 
statem ent,” the offended tax man 
continued. 
Smith was starting to sweat. “You 
misunderstood the purpose of my 
question,” he said. “ I never questioned 
your authority. It’s just that as a for­ 
eigner I am interested in Brazilian 
customs, and I thought it would be 
interesting to watch you burn illegal 
packages.” 
Tile tax official thought for a while 
and said: “Well, all right. We won’t 
prosecute you this time. But just 
remember, you’d better be careful 
when you’re dealing with federal 
authorities. 
“ And next time, don’t lose your 
head.”

Growing up today is hard' One of the 
most important decisions that young 
people make is what they are going to 
do with their lives. 
Choosing a vocation is serious busi­ 
ness. A hasty decision, made hit or 
miss, may find the individual doing 
work which he does not like, what he 
cannot do well, and which makes him 
unhappy. 
A recent survey of people employed 
indicated that 41 per cent would choose 
something different if they could select 
their career over again. Two out of five 
were dissatisfied with their jobs. This 
situation can be improved by career 
exploration, indicates S. P. Bruny, As­ 
sistant State leader, 4-H. 
4-H career exploration offers the op­ 
portunity for boys and girls to under­ 
stand themselves. Discovering and 
understanding their interests, apti­ 
tudes, abilities, likes, and dislikes are 
essential to wise selection of a career. 
After the individual lias an honest, 
realistic understanding of himself, the 
next step is knowing what kind of jobs 
are available. There are more than 
40,000 different kinds of occupations in 
the United Suites today, but high 
school students show knowledge about 
very few. Being aware of the many job 
classifications also is essential to a 
wise career choice. 
If boys and girls have a realistic 
understanding of themselves and are 
knowledgeable about the many job op­ 
portunities, Un* third ami final step is 
modeling these two principles in the 
Ijest interest of the individual. 
(Career exploration is not limited to 
boys. It is equally important that girls 
consider it carefully. 
Today, we liave over 25 million 
women in the work force. By BI75 it is 
estimated that there will Ik* .'ll million. 
One out of every three workers is a 
woman , three out of five are married. 
It is estimated that eight out of ten 
girls tmlay will be gainfully employed 
at some time during their life tune. 
Any girl under 15 can expect to spend 
25 years of her life working outside the 
home. 
The average girl tmlay marries at 
age 20, may have her last child at age 
20, and by the time the youngest is in 
school, she may have 40 or more years 
of fwr life before her. 
The greater economic demands on 
the family — in higher cost of educat­ 
ing children, health care, and the cost 
of the greater variety of goods and 
services considered essential to meet 
the American standard of living 
often require a “ two pay check” 
household. 
Girls must be fielped early in their 
teens to prepare themselves for tin- 
dual role of homemaker and worker. 
Only if meaningful choices are made 
early will they be able to realize tlieir 
fullest (xdential in both spheres. 
More jobs these days are demanding 
special education, particularly in the 
area of post-high school education. 
Youth and tlieir parents are often un­ 
realistic in their aspirations. Prestige 
pressures force some youths to try col­ 
lege education when they are not 
qualified. Many oilier youth, with 
above average ability, are not biking 
advantage of important educational 
opportunities. 
A study of 10,(HH) I joys showed that, 
even among students who had “ failed” 
two years of high school, 13 per cent 
chose engineering; ti per cent law; H 
|H*r cent education; and 7 per cent 
medicine as tlieir vocational goals.

For me, the 
answer is that big league 
baseball t o d a y will put you to 
sleep. 
Carl Lindemann Jr., NBC’s 
vice president for 
sports, 
hopes to arouse us Monday 
night nappers by installing in 
the

booth 
prominent 
show 
biz 
celebrities who also are avid 
baseball fans. 
For this, he’s been booed by 
baseball purists and accused 
by one magazine writer of 
bringing 
a 
“ Designated 
Huckster” to baseball. These 
folks should have their heads 
candled. I hope NBC’s idea 
works. 
At least, I hope it brings 
back the sense of fun which 
televised baseball had in the 
wonderful days when Dizzy 
Dean was broadcasting for 
CBS and murdering “ Wabash 
Cannonball” between in­ 
nings. 
'Die |)roblem with baseball 
today isn’t in the broadcast 
booth, though. The problem is 
the major leagues. They’ve 
gotten rich, fat, genteel and 
boring. Pretty soon they’ll 
outlaw cheering. 
'The remedy, of course, is 
for network television to 
ignore the majors for a few 
years and cover only the 
minor leagues, that’s where 
the fun is. And that kind of fun 
is vanishing fast. 
I/is Angeles, where I more 
or less grew up, is a prime 
ample of how fast it can 
vanish once the majors and 
money show up. It used to be 
the Pacific Coast league’s 
most exciting outposts. 
It had the Hollywood Stars 
and the l/)s Angeles Angels 
and the town wasn’t big 
enough for both. Stars-Angels 
series always featured at 
least one riot, either on the 
field or in the stands. 
Their 
televised 
games 
usually were sponsored by a 
local brew that tore your head 
off after two cans and by 
used-car merchants whose 
wares were guaranteed for IO 
miles or IO minutes. 
A lot of shennanigans—and 
a 
lot of g(X)d 
baseball- 
occurred at the Home of the 
Stars, Gilm ore Field, an 
ancient wood stadium that 
could seat 30,000 only if they 
were well-acquainted. 
Gilmore Field is gone now, 
its place on earth occupied by 
a television studio. There is 
Dodger Stadium, but it is 
made of concrete, seats 
maybe 100,000 souls and lacks 
both soul and style. 
I once went there two years 
ago and sat in the left field 
stands. It was awfully high 
up. The players looked like 
midgets. You couldn’t see 
their faces, watch their 
batting styles or hear them 
talk. 
Most of the people around 
me were listening on tran­ 
sistor radios to the major 
league game 
they 
were 
watching. I don’t think a show 
biz sportscaster would have 
helped them then or now. But 
I sure hope it does.

Appeals Panel Backs Judge 
On Four Seasons Procedure 


NEW YORK (AP) - The U.S. Court 
cf Appeals on Friday unanimously 
expressed faith in a new district judge, 
criticized by an outgoing 
federal 
prosecutor as too inexperienced to 
handle a big stock fraud case. 
And by a 2-1 vote, the appeals court 
upheld a decision by the 
judge, 
Thomas P. Griesa, 42, to split the case 
into two trials, one in New York and 
one in Oklahoma. 
U.S. Atty. Whitney North Seymour 
Jr., whose resignation will be effective 
upon confirmation of his successor, 
had claimed that Griesa, only seven 
months on the bench, couldn’t handle 
the case 
involving 
Four 
Seasons 
nursing centers. He called it one of the 
biggest stock conspiracies on record. 
Seymour criticized the court’s 
system of assigning cases to judges in 
rotation, which results sometimes in 
the newest judge getting the most 
complicated case. Seymour is quitting 
to return to private law practice. 
Judge William H. Timbers, who 
dissented on Griesa’s decision to split 
the case, called it an “ abuse of 
discretion,” requiring “ two separate, 
delayed, 
lengthy and expensive 
trials.” 
Griesa, who postponed the New York 
trial date until June 4 pending the 
appeals court decision, has attended a 
school for new judges in Washington 


while waiting. 
Four 
Seasoas securities zoomed 
until the company collapsed in 1970. 
The court created a successor, Anta 
Corp. of Oklahoma City. 
Federal officials say American and 
European investors and the state of 
Ohio lost millions in the deal, while 
some defendants made $21 million 
profit by unloading stocks before the 
collapse. 
Of the original eight defendants, two 
pleaded guilty. Griesa ordered five 
tried in Oklahoma City, and the former 
Four Seasons board chairman, Jack L. 
( ’lark, to be tried in New York.
